The  first  story  of  the  creation  of  our  world  is 
credited  to  the  Ancient  Sumerians,  who  lived  over 
10  thousand  years  ago.  Although  their  version  is 
much  different  from  the  Bible  or  that  of  modem 
science,  it  is  still  found  in  the  folklore  of  this 
age.  According  to  the  Simierians,  the  whole  universe, 
before  heaven  and  earth,  was  an  immense  watery  chaos. 
Out  of  this  confusion  primitive  gods  came  into  being, 
taking  years  to  come  into  shape  and  action.  After  a 
while  a  group  of  these  divine  beings  decided  to  bring 
some  sort  of  law  and  order  into  this  chaos.  However, 
some  of  the  more  conservative' dieties  thought  that  the 
old  state  was  fine  and  should  be  continued.  One  of 
these  was  Tiamat,  the  mother  of  chaos,  a  female  god 
in  the  form  of  a  dragon  personifying  the  worst,  who 
was  ready  to  go  to  war  over  any  change. 


Tiamat  created  an  army  of  iomense  demons  to  fight 
with  her  and  her  husband.  At  first  the  other  gods 
were  afraid,  but  one  called  Enlil,  stepped  forward 
with  a  spear  and  the  four  winds  at  his  command. 

Tiamat  came  forward  with  her  mouth  wide  open  and  Enlil 
threw  the  winds  into  her  mouth  until  she  was  so  swollen 
she  could  not  move,  then  he  finished  her  with  his  spear. 
Then  a  question  arose;  what  should  be  done  with  the 
gigantic  carcase?  After  deliberation,  the  body  was 
split  into  two  parts.  One  part  was  laid  flat,  and 
it  became  the  earth,  the  other  part  was  bent  over  the 
earth  and  formed  the  heavens.  Tiamat 's  husband  was 
then  captured  and  beheaded  and  from  a  mixture  of  his 
blood  and  the  soil  of  the  new  earth,  mankind  was 
created . 


This  story  was  so  popular  that  almost  every  following 
civilization  adopted  it,  only  with  their  favorite  god 
doing  the  slaying  and  creating.  The  Babylonians  used 
their  god  Marduk,  then  the  Assyrians  used  their  god 
Ashur.  Finally  the  early  Christians  of  Palestine 
accepted  the  story  with  Jehova  slaying  the  dragon.

Later,  Christians  did  not  like  this  idea  of  Jehova 
performing  such  a  deed,  so  they  claimed  St.  George 
slew  the  dragon  for  Jehovah.  Saint  George  was  instru¬ 
mental  in  the  early  crusades  of  the  Holy  Land,  so  it  is 
easy  to  see  why  he  was  chosen  to  slay  the  dragon.  To 
the  early  Christians,  the  Moslems  represented  the  dragon. 

Today,  St.  George  is  the  patron  saint  of  Great  Britian. 
In  the  early  1800's  the  familiar  St.  George  in  full  armor 
on  horseback  slaying  a  dragon  was  used  for  a  device  on 
English  coins.  Most  of  the  modern  English  silver  coins 
of  large  denominations  and  gold -coins  use  this  design. 

In  1935  a  more  modernistic  St.  George  design  was  made 
by  Percy  Metcalfe  for  the  silver  jubilee  crown  of  George  V.

At  least  one  thing  is  readily  apparent  in  the  existing 
silver  problem;  we,  as  a  nation,  cannot  afford  to  cont¬ 
inue  to  allow  a  drain  on  our  silver  reserves  to  the  ext¬ 
ent  of  last  years  figure  of  $370  million;  at  this  rate 
our  total  reserve  would  be  entirely  disolved  within 
three  years. 

Three  major  changes  may  be  considered  as  solutions  to 
the  problem;  1.  Increase  the  amount  of  silver  production. 
2.  Decrease  the  industrial  use  of  silver.  3.  Decrease 
the  production  of  coins.  Obvious  too,  is  the  fact  that 
none  of  these  is  the  answer.  The  most  obvious  answer, 
then,  is  to  demonitize  our  coinage. 

Collectors,  though  not  the  only  source  of  irratation, 
are  among  the  prime  fault-bearers.  The  two  million  odd 
collectors  are  quite  readily  managing  to  withdraw  and 
hold  from  circulation  an  ever  increasing  volume  of  silver 
in  the  form  of  both  rare  and  speculative  issues. 

This  drain  is  compounded  by  the  policy  of  our  govern¬ 
ment  to  support  the  price  of  silver  at  $1.29  per  ounce. 

This  means  that  if  an  excess  exists  the  treasury  will  buy 
silver  and  if  demand  is  greater  than  production,  it  will 
sell  some  of  its  reserves  in  order  to  preserve  the  price 
at  a  constant  level.  Increases  in  foreign  demand,  ind¬ 
ustrial  and  commercial  use  and  recent  speculative  hoard¬ 
ing  have  caused  the  government  to  give  up  a  staggering 
percentage  of  its  reserve.

As  if  there  were'nt  enough  problems.  Congress  author¬ 
ized  the  striking  of  the  new  Kennedy  half  dollar  which, 
quite  predictably,  immediately  dissappeared  form  circ¬ 
ulation  taking  with  it  a  corresponding  amount  of  silver 
reserves.  Adding  insult-to-injury ,  a  political  move  by 
a  western  power  caused  passage  of  a  bill  authorizing  the 
striking  of  silver  dollars.  Fortunately  this  silver 
plated  fiascoe  has  been,  for  the  time-being,  at  least, 
side-stepped . 

A  step  in  the  right  direction  was  the  treasury's 
decision  to  stop  issuing  silver  certificates  and  to 
replace  them  with  Federal  Reserve  certificates.  Thus 
as  the  existing  notes  are  retired  or  replaced,  a  corre¬ 
sponding  amount  of  silver  is  freed  for  the  treasury's 
use  as  a  price  stabilizer  and  bullion  supplier. 

The  most  overt  help,  with  the  exception  of  the  Federal 
Reserve  note,  is  the  placement  of  the  mints  on  a  24  hour 
production  day  in  a  frantic  attempt  to  alleviate  the 
drain  in  our  circulating  medium. 

One  solution  might  be  to  simply  cut  the  silver  con¬ 
tent  of  all  coins  in  half,  however,  this  would  only 
serve  to  increase  the  extent  of  silver  hoarding,  for  one 
would  have  to  hoard  twice  as  many  coins  to  have  accumu¬ 
lated  the  same  amount  of  silver  bullion. 

It  would  not  do  to  simply  cut  silver  coinage  out  in 
its  entirety  as  this  would  cause  all  existing  silver 
based  coins  to  be  immediately  withdrawn  from  circulation 
by  speculators  and  hoarders.  This  would  also  raise 
havoc  with  all  coin  operated  mechanisms  as  many,  if  not 
most,  are  dependent  upon  the  silver  contnet  to  detect 
counterfeit  coins. 

PROPOSAL:  1.  Reinstate  the  San  Francisco  mint 

authorizing  only  the  striking  of  half  dollars.  2.  Cont¬ 
inue  the  dating  of  all  coin  production  as  of  1964,  in- 
definately,  until  the  present  shortage  is  corrected.  3. 
Prohibit  the  export  and  melting  of  silver  coins.  5. 

Strike  quarter  dollars  in  stainless  steel  or  nickel. 

6.  Increase  the  taxation  of  profits  in  silver  trading 
and  speculation.  7.  Continue  the  use  of  Federal 
Reserve  currency  indefference  to  the  Silver  Certificate. 

8.  Disregard  the  authorization  to  strike  the  silver 
dollar.  9.  Limit  trust,  holding,  and  Investment  comp¬ 
anies'  (insurance)  silver  holdings  to  a  smaller  percent¬ 
age  of  their  total  investment  portfolios. 

Any  or  all  of  these  proposals  would  be  hard  on  the  coin 
collector  for  one  reason  or  another,  however,  much  of  the 
existing  problem  rests  squarely  on  the  shoulders  of  the 
collector  and  his  cousin,  the  speculator.
